MEMBERS OF CHESHIRE COUNTY 
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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1942. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Clerk of Court, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the 
House of Correction, Physician and Chaplain at the County 
Farm, and the State Auditors. 


As stated in the State Auditors’ report, Cheshire County 
holds a very enviable position among New Hampshire Counties. 
The County balance at the end of 1942 is $45,877.85, and no 
indebtedness, either bonds or notes. 


The redecoration of the interior of the Court House, the 
accoustical condition and the lhghting arrangements have now 
been completed, for which the parties most interested, have 
nothing but praise. The Court Room floor is in need of a new 
covering but at this time it does not seem feasible. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ashley Dunlap, Superintendent and Matron 
at the County Farm, severed relations with the County October 
Ist, 1942. We feel that we are especially fortunate in securing 
the services of Mr. and Mrs. Ned D. Sanborn as Superintendent 
and Matron of the County Farm, and we appreciate their good 
work in rehabilitating the institution. Even in the short time 
they have had the control, the farm shows marked improve- 
ment, but the shortage of farm produce left them will be a 
handicap, especially the lack of potatoes, cabbage, turnip and 
dried beans, also, cut wood. 


We deeply appreciate the splendid services of Dr. Neil C. 
Stevens, our house doctor at Maplewood Hospital, his prompt 
response to all calls and his patience and kindness to all with- 
out partiality. 
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In view of the fact that the war has changed conditions so 
decidedly our per capita cost is higher. Due to the decrease in 
the number of prisoners and inmates at the Farm this year, the 
total weeks of board is one-fifth less than last year, while the 
overhead cost is a little lower than last year. 


Direct relief is less than for several years but there contin- 
ues to be a lot of investigating and office work to be done. 
Many eases referred by the Red Cross and other welfare organ- 
izations, as well as direct applications for relief, have to be 
investigated to determine settlement and need, and a complete 
written record of all cases is placed on file in our office. After 
a thorough checkup, many cases are found to have a settlement 
elsewhere or found not to be in actual need of County relief. 
There are always County cases needing medical aid and many 
of them are taken to the County hospital or other institutions 
or clinics, and they require follow-up work afterward. Clerical 
work and reports for the County Farm are handled so far as 
possible at the Commissioners’ office, as well as checking and 
payment of all bills. Old Age Assistance shows a steady growth 
and we keep in touch with all County cases, as well as children 
on County board and eare. 


The short life of the Stamp Plan verified the opinion of the 
Commissioners that it was unnecessary for Cheshire County. 
We have had no eall for these stamps and it would have been a 
large and unnecessary expense for the County. 


We deeply appreciate the cooperation of all County, City 
and town officials during the year.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 209 of the 
Session Laws of 1941, an audit and examination of the ac- 
counts of Cheshire County has been made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting of the State Tax Commission. The 
period covered included the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1941, and the current year from January 1, 1942 to March 31, 
1942. Submitted herewith is the report of this audit including 
Schedules hereafter listed. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Including in the audit and examination were the accounts 
and records of the County Commissioners, County Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent of the County 
Farm. 


FINANCES 


In order to present a comprehensive picture of the finan- 
cial condition of the County during the last ten years and the 
changes which have occurred in this period, certain state- 
ments have been prepared and will be referred to in the com- 
ments which follow. 


Comparative Balance Sheets—1932 to 1941, inclusive: (Sched- 

ule A) 

Cheshire County occupies a unique and enviable position 
among the counties owing to the fact that it has no bonded or 
net debt and during the last decade has accumulated a com- 
fortable surplus. This trend is indicated in the comparative 
balance sheets for the ten year period 1932 to 1941, inclusive. 
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Revised Balance Sheet—December 31, 1941: (Schedue A-1) 
Certain changes were made in the Balance Sheet as it 
originally appeared in the County financial report as of De- 
cember 31, 1941. The revised Balance Sheet reflects these 
changes which were as follows: 
Added to Assets: 
(1) Amount of mortgage held by the County, $275 00 


Added to Liabilities: 


(1) Appropriation Balance—Court House 


Repairs, 2,618 62 

(2) Appropriation Balance—County Farm 
Heating, Plant and Root Cellar, 4,398 09 

(3) Municipal Court of Keene a/c Fines 
and Costs, 243 45 
(4) Excess Remittance a/e Fines and Costs, O00 
$7,261 16 


These changes which resulted in a net increase in Liabili- 
ties of $6,986.16, decreased the Net Surplus, as of December 
31, 1941, by a hike amount from $34,493.81, as originally re- 
ported, to $27,507.65, as indicated in the revised Balance Sheet. 


Reconciliation of Decrease in Surplus: (Schedule A-2) 

The Net Surplus of the County decreased by $3,376.03 
during the fiscal year ended December 31, 1941. The reasons 
for this decrease in Net Surplus were as follows:

County Tax Apportionment—1933 to 1942, inclusive: (Sched- 
ule B) 
The apportionment of the County tax to towns and cities 
during the years from 1933 to 1942, inclusive, is shown in this 
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Schedule. The highest County tax during this period was 
$153,000.00, in 1938. From this peak it has dropped to $110,- 
900.00, in 1942. 


Receipts and Expenditures—1932 to 1941, inclusive (Schedule 
C) 
Summaries of receipts and expenditures, classified in ae- 
cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, for the 
years 1932 to 1941, inclusive are presented in Schedule C. 


Revenues, Appropriations and Expenditures—1941: (Sched- 

ules H & I) 

Comparative statements of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures and Estimated and Actual Revenues, for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1941, are included in these Schedules. A net 
unexpended balance of appropriations of $11,595.38, and a net 


revenue deficit of $8,703.61, resulted in net budget surplus of 
$2,891.77. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 
(Schedules E, F and G) 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1941, and the period from January 1 to March 31, 1942, were 
examined and compared with corresponding entries in the 
Treasurer’s records. The classification of expenditures was 
noted. Payments made by the Commissioners were properly 
supported by vendors’ invoices. 

Total of receipts and expenditures, as indicated by the 
Treasurer’s records, were verified. The Treasurer’s balance as 
of December 31, 1941, and March 31, 1942, was in agreement 
with the reconciled bank balance on each date. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


In order that the audits of County accounts made by this 
Division might include the accounts of the Clerks of the Super- 
ior Court authorization of such procedure was requested of the 
Court. Permission was granted, under date of May 15, 1942, 
in a letter to the Tax Commission from Chief Justice Osear L. 
Young, which read in part as follows: 
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“In connection with the county audits which by law your 
commission is required to make, you or your representatives 
are hereby given permission to examine the financial records 
of the clerk of court in any of the counties of the state so far 
as they have to do with county funds.” . 

Accordingly the accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Cheshire County were examined for the period cov- 
ered by the audit of other County accounts. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be 
properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were 
supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the 
approval of a Superior Justice. 

After the examination of the accounts of the several 
County Courts has been completed a uniform system of ac- 
counting procedure will be developed which will enable each 
Clerk of Court to keep accounts and make reports on a com- 
parable basis. 


ANALYSIS OF WELFARE EXPENDITURES 
(Schedule J) 


This statement shows the amount expended by the County 
in each town or city for all classes of relief, viz :—direct relief, 
board and care of children, aid to soldiers and old age assist- 
ance, in the year 1941. The average number of cases per 
month, number of persons served and average cost per person 
per month, are also indicated therein. 


COUNTY FARM ACCOUNTS 


The Superintendent remits all income which he receives 
from the County Farm directly to the County Treasurer. All 
bills rendered against the Farm, after examination, are ap- 
proved by the Superintendent and sent to the Commissioners 
for payment. 

The record of fines and costs collected from house of cor- 
rection cases was examined. It was found that fines and costs 
collected in 1941 on account of cases sent to the house of cor- 
rection by the Municipal Court of Keene, amounting to 
$243.45, had been remitted directly to the County Treasurer by 
the Superintendent. Therefore, as indicated by Schedule K, 
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this amount is due the Municipal Court of Keene and for that 
reason was set up as a liability item in the revised Balance 
Sheet heretofore referred to. 

In addition, on the actual date of audit—June 18, 1942, 
the Superintendent had received in fines and costs during the 
current year on account of cases sent to the house of correction 
by the Municipal Court of Keene, the amount of $40.20. This 
had not been remitted and was accounted for as cash in hands 
of the Superintendent. (Schedule L) 

It is recommended that fines and costs collected by the 
Superintendent hereafter be remitted directly to the Municipal 
Court in which the cases originate as is the practice in other 
Counties. A record of individual cases indicating each fine or 
cost collected and the subsequent remittance of such fine or 
cost to the properly designated Municipal Court should be 
kept by the Superintendent. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Balance Sheet 

The fiscal year of all Counties is from January Ist to De- 
cember 31st, and, inasmuch as the Counties operate on a cash 
rather than an accrual basis, the annual budget is made to cover 
expenditures during the fiscal period. The usual procedure is 
to pay bills in the month following that in which they are in- 
curred. Consequently expenditures during the fiscal year, Jan- 
uary Ist to December 31st, are made on account of bills con- 
tracted from December 1st to November 30th. It follows there- 
for that bills contracted in December are paid during the first 
month of the next fiscal year and charged against the next year’s 
appropriations. For this reason such accounts should not be 
included as “Accounts Payable” in the Balance Sheet as of 
December 31st. However, bills contracted prior to December 
1st, payment of which should have been made in December but 
is actually delayed until the next fiscal year, should be reported 
as “Accounts Payable’. 

Unexpended balances of appropriations made for specific 
purposes, such as new construction or the purchase of equip- 
ment, do not lapse at the end of the year provided that the 
particular project for which the appropriations was made is 
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not completed at that time. It is proper to include such balances 
in “Accounts Payable” at the close of the fiscal year. Therefore 
the unexpended balances of the 1941 appropriations for “Court 
House Repairs” and “County Farm Heating Plant and Root Cel- 
lar’ were included as “Liabilities” in the revised Balance Sheet 
of December 31, 1941, to indicate that such amounts had been 
set up as reserves for the completion of these projects. 


Competitive Bidding 

Chapter 108 of the Session Laws of 1941 provides that “Any 
purchase of equipment or materials made by a county in an 
amount exceeding fifty dollars shall be by competitive bidding, 
provided that the county commissioners by unanimous vote 
may waive the provisions for such bidding.” 


In order that the interpretation of this law might be eclari- 
fied the following question was asked the Attorney-General : 


“In your opinion does this act apply in cases where orders 
are made up of different articles, the total amount of which 
exceeds fifty dollars? This might apply to groceries, provisions, 
clothing or grain for the County Farm, medical supplies for the 
Hospital or any other merchandise purchased by the County.” 


The Attorney-General has ruled as follows: 


“Your second inquiry is whether or not Laws 1941 ¢. 108 
requiring competitive bidding in purchases made by the County 
Commissioners applies to groceries, provisions, clothing, grain, 
medical supplies and other merchandise purchased by the Coun- 
ty. The law, Public Laws e¢. 38s. 7a (Laws 1941 c. 108) requires 
competitive bidding for ‘any purchase of equipment or materi- 
als.’ The quoted phrase has no technical meaning and is to be 
interpreted broadly to effectuate its purpose. A narrow con- 
struction of the quoted phrase ‘equipment or materials’ would 
be contrary to the legislative intention and would emasculate 
the purpose of the statute. The act is intended to apply to any 
purchase including these purchases mentioned in vour inquiry. 
Nor can the dictate of the statute be avoided by consciously and 
deliberately making consecutive purchases of less than fifty 
dollars in order to avoid competitive bidding. The fifty dollar 
limitation was intended to take care of purchases which were 
made occasionally and was not intended to be a device by 
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which the purpose of the act could be frustrated. The statute 
does not define competitive bidding but it has been interpreted 
generally to mean a bona fide attempt to obtain offers or bids 
from several sources in order that the county may benefit by the 
lowest price. Since the statute does not determine the manner 
of ascertaining these offers and bids, it rests with the sound 
discretion of the County Commissioners as to whether the bids 
will be in writing and the form which they will take. In cases 
where competitive bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, it may be 
waived by unanimous vote of the County Commissioners duly 
recorded in their offices, together with a statement of the rea- 
sons therefor, which are open to public inspection at all reason- 
able hours.” 

There is no question therefor as to the application of this 
law to all County purchases of equipment or materials exceed- 
ing fifty dollars in amount. 

Although not mandatory it would seem as though a more 
effective system could be set up if all purchasing was done by 
the County Commissioners and all requests for bids would in 
that case be sent out from the Commissioners’ Office. Suggested 
forms for this purpose will be furnished by this Division. It is 
also important that a record of all bids received and awards 
made be kept. 


ACCOUNTING PROCEDURE 
The accounts and records of all County Officials which were 
examined were found in good condition and the accounting 
procedure, with certain exceptions as herein noted, conformed 
to the standard procedure prescribed by this Division. Minor 
changes in procedure were discussed with the officials during 
the course of the audit. 
Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides that: 
“Upon the completion of each audit, as herein provided, a 
report thereof shall be made to the proper officials, and a copy 
of such report or a summary of its essential features shall be 
published in the next annual report of the county, city, town, 
school district, village district or precinet concerned.” 
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In accordance with the provisions of this law, therefore, 
the text of this report and essential Scheduled should be printed 
in the next annual County report.
